Superintendent’s Report 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor and pleasure to:submit for your consid- 
eration my fourth annual report of the schools of Bartlett for 
the year ending February 15, 1916, it being the fifth in the » 
series of such reports. The regular work of the curriculum 
has been carried along in much the usual way with a more or’ 
less changing emphasis in order to strengthen the work in 
different subjects when there appeared to be a falling off in 
efficiciency. 


Standard tests have been given in all the schools above 
the third grade in spelling, English and writing. The Courtis 
Standard Practice Tests have been introduced into the schools 
to measure efficiency and progress in arithmetic. Tests in 
paragraph reading are to be given as soon as material can be 
gotten ready. These tests will be given from time to time 
to measure progress and the efficiency of the schools. By 
these tests we shall be able not only to measure the school as 
a whole, but the quality of the teaching, and thereby will 
know whether or not we are getting satisfactory dividends 
on our investments. We are not able to report results at 
present, because all the papers have not been graded and but 
one test has been given. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


Books and supplies have been furnished as required by 
law. Supplementary reading has been purchased, treating of 
various subjects, such as nature, geographical readings, hy- 
giene, animal stories, etc. The other books have been for 
reference or to replace worn out copies, except in the Special 
District where new arithmetics were purchased. Nearly all 


ai 


of the old arithmetics in use last year were past further service. 
This constitutes the only change in, books for the year. 
Another year, new arithmetics will have to be supplied for the 
Town District. . 
7 VACCINATION 

The State Board of Health thru the local Board of 
Health is to enforce the compulsory vaccination law. This 
law requires that all children shall be vaccinated in order to 
attend the public schools. ‘The time has been extended from 
January 1, 1916, to not later than the opening of the fall term 
of school, 1916. I hope that every parent will look after this 
matter before that date, so that there shall be no delay on the 
part of any child in not being prepared to attend school on 
the first day. A certificate of vaccination, signed by a 
physician, will be required of every child on entering school 
in the fall. 

a . TEACHERS 

We are gratified to report that it has been possible to 
retain the same efficient teaching force as last year for the 
Town District; viz., Inez M. Jackson, Lower Bartlett—last 
year at Hill Town; Alice G. Martin, Glen; Arthur G. Lord, 
Goodrich Falls. } 

In the Special District, there is a new teaching force. 
Mr. Pearson went to Wolfeboro, and Miss Bean to Massachu- 
setts, to more lucrative positions. ‘The present efficient corps 
of teachers are Myron L. Smith—grades VI, VII and VIII; 
Mayola F, Furber—grades III, 1V and V; Lucille Norcott— 
grades I and II; one less teacher than last year, owing to - 
smaller registration. ‘These are all normal graduates and 
teachers of experience. “he teacher of music is Gladys A. 
Barker, who comes tous one day a week from the Conway 
District. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The school at Hill Town was closed after the spring term 
on account of the number of pupils, and those scholars are 
now transported to the Glen school. ‘There is one other child 
transported to the Special District.

MUSIC AND DRAWING 


Music and drawing have been continued in the schools 
of the Speclal District under:the efficient supervision of Miss 
Gladys A. Barker. The music course consists of the mechanics 
of music, reading of music by notes, syllables and intervals, 
key signatures, rote songs for the lower grades, and one and 
two part songs in the upper grades, accompanied by an abun- 
dance of exercises. 

_ The drawing course includes paper folding and cutting; 
illustrating special days and activities; landscape, plant, 
flower and form drawings; crayon and color work; pencil 
sketching and silhouette. | 

The drill work and’ extra practrice in music for grades 
I—V have been under the direction of Miss Norcott. The 
arrangement and results are very satisfactory. 


The drawing of the town schools has been carried on by 
the individual teachers, consisting of color and pencil work. 


WRITING 


The muscular movement system of writing is being 
practiced in the schools. Thereis an improvement in ease 
‘and speed of the writing. More systematic practice is re- 
quired and an insistance upon the same quality of writing in 
all exercises as is produced in the writing lesson. The whole 
arm movement is used in the first and second grades in order 
to break up the tendency to cramped positions by the use of 
the large natural movements of the child. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S TIME. 


I have given assistance, suggestions and directions to the 
teachers at the time of my visits or in writing, as the situation 
required. I have made 81 visits to the town schools and 114 
to the special district schools. The difference in the number 
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of visits is easily understood when one realizes that the schools 
in one case are all ina single building and in four buildings 
in the other. 


During the year I have attended three teachers’ institutes, 
taking part in one, two meeting's of the Educational Council, 
State Teachers’ Association, two meetings of superintendents, 
and took three courses in education at the Dartmouth College 
Summer School. My professional ‘reading and study have 
been along lines of recent investigation and experiments 
for school betterment. The best results of this study, I have 
endeavored to make use of in our school,system as far as is 
possible. 


My time in the supervisory district has been divided as 
last year; viz., one-eight each to Madisen, Bartlett Special 
and Bartlett Town and five-eights to Conway. 


REPAIRS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


Town District. Very few repairs have been made dur- 
ifg the past year. The Glen school house is in much need 
of remodelling. The lighting is bad and insufficient, the 
windows are small, low and placed on four sides of the room. 
The light should come from the left side and rear and never 
from the right side or in front of the children. The floor is 
bad, making it practically impossible to keep the room. ina 
healthy condition. The blackboards are insufficient and 
those we have are of inferior quality. The heating is inade- 
quate, being very hot near the stove and cold near the walls 
and back of the room. ‘The stove is in need of repairs as it 
is now impossible to shut off any of the draft. The only 
means of ventilation is by means of doors and windows. 
The wood house and out buildings are not as they should be. 
By the present arrangement, the boys and girls are forced to 
use a common door and to climb over the wood to get to the 
out-houses. The arrangement is pernicious. To the  out- 
buildings there should be widely separated entrances for the 
boys and the girls and the walks leading to these should be 
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properly screened. The best arrangement is to have the 
only entrance to these building lead direct from the school — 
room by closed walks so that their care and condition can be 
under the direct supervision of the teacher. 


This building should have a change in the system of 
lighting, a change in the method of heating and veutilation, 
i. e., by means of a jacketed’stove and a foul air outlet, a 
new floor.of hard wood, new slate blackboards, new out- 
buildings connected with the school room by closed walks. 
Plans and specifications may be secured for this purpose 
without cost to the district. 

A jacketed stove is needed at Goodrich Falls and at 
Lower Bartlett, also some slate boards. I hope that these 
matters will be seriously considered. | 

Special District. The building is in need of quite ex- 
tensive repairs in the way of separate toilets for the boys and 
girls, and paint and varnish for the walls. The furnaces 
should be put in better condition. I hope that means will 
be secured at the annual meeting so that some or all of this 
work may be done. 7
